BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
Organization—The Selectmen and Sewer Commissioners organ- 
ized on January 15, 1940 as follows: Chairman, 
David W. Kelley; Clerk, Albert W. Smith; Willis D. McLean, 
Charles P. Roundy and John J. White. During the year 51 regular 
and 17 special meetings were held. 


Finances—The total bonded debt at the close of the year is 
$205,500, a reduction from last year of $60,000. There 
are no outstanding short term loans in anticipation of revenue. 


Only one such loan was made during the year as follows:

Cash on hand on December 31, 1940 is $73,145.84 and the credit 
balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account on the same date 
is $92,166.49. Uncollected taxes amount to $64,217.01, the lowest 
in the last 10 years. The 1940 tax rate, of $25.00, is next to the 
lowest rate enjoyed by the Town during the last decade, being 
excelled only by the 1931 rate of $22.60, and representing a 
$7.80 decrease from the high of $32.80 in 1936. During this same 
decade the total bonded debt has dropped from $546,300 to 
$205,500 in spite of the fact that new loans amounted to $255,- 
765.00 in this period. Consequently, although the last ten years 
have been years of severe depression, splendid progress has been 
made in improving the financial condition of the Town.

Perambulation—In accordance with the provisions of the General 

Laws, members of the Board met with the Board 
of Selectmen of Medfield and perambulated the Walpole-Med- 
field town line on May 4, 1940. 


Public Buildings—One of the duties of the Board of Selectmen is 

the care of all the public buildings in the 
town. During the past several years of depression, when reliet 
needs generally have been high and the resources of the tax- 
payers quite low, the budget for repairs to public buildings had 
to be kept at a low figure. Bearing this in mind, the Board and 
the Town Engineer have endeavored by survey, inspection and 
consultation to keep the buildings intact and remedy the serious 
defects in them, in some cases present when received by the 
town. Thus, major ceiling repairs, roofing repairs, repairs to heat- 
ing systems and the like have been made in recent years. The 
progress that has been made is evident to the members of the 
Board who, now for several years, have been making the in- 
spection tours of the buildings. A major repair, that of remedy- 
ing the condition of the walls of the High School Auditorium, 
remains to be done. This condition is undoubtedly due to poor 
construction and although the Board is informed that there is no 
danger of collapse, an unsightly situation exists. Through the 
Town Engineer we are conducting an investigation and will 
recommend to the next town meeting a program to correct the 
trouble. 


SELECTMEN 15 


Public Highways—Funds for new road building available from 

the State in other years has stopped with the 
abolition of Chapter 90 construction by the present administra- 
tion, which substituted direct grants from the gasoline tax re- 
venues for local highway departmental expenditures, in the case 
of Walpole amounting to $21,993.52. It seems likely that the 
1941 legislature will return to the former practice and we have 
requested funds for the completion of the construction of Main 
Street, East Street to Short Street, and Short Street. Further ad- 
ditions to the growing net work of fine streets that Walpole is 
becoming noted for were made during the year in the case of 
Massachusetts Avenue, Union Street and part of Winter Street. 
Both the Elm Street bridge and the Kendall Street bridge were 
redecked, and with the new Common Street bridge completed, the 
next bridge project should be the widening and rebuilding of 


the East Street bridge or the straightening of the Main Street 
bridge. 


Parks and Playgrounds—Slow but constant progress is being 

made on the Memorial Park, utilizing 
fill from road construction and using labor which might instead 
become a welfare charge. The Board is recommending at the 
next Town Meeting that further work be done on the baseball 
diamond, and that construction of at least one of the long-awaited 
‘tennis courts be undertaken. An appropriation of money to 
improve the South Walpole Athletic Field will also be sought at 
the Town Meeting. 


W. P. A... Projects—Now that most of the unsatisfactory sanitary 

conditions in different parts of the town have 
been remedied by the construction of sewers, the Board has 
tried to obtain WPA projects that might be less expensive as 
far as material costs went, and also to concentrate work on Mem- 
orial Park. A WPA project was obtained for the Park, but a 
decrease in the number of men from 82 at the first of the year to 
50 at the close of the year together with the likelihood of federal 
emphasis in the future on defense projects, may serve to reduce 
the expected progress at the Park. The Town is obliged to con- 
tribute one-fourth of the cost of the WPA projects, by way of 
materials and administration and this amounted, during the year 


to $14,753.46, compared to $48,346.91 paid for labor by the Fed- 
eral government. 


Welfare and Unemployment Relief—The reports to the Select- 
men by the Board of Wel- 
fare and by the Boards handling the various divisions of Social 


Security, found elsewhere in the Town Report, are complete in 
themselves. 
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Other Activities of the Board—Outside of the usual duties of the — 

Board, the year has been an 
eventful one, starting with a Winter Carnival sponsored by the 
Board, which was a success in spite of unfavorable weather, 
largely because of the original impetus provided by Roger Turner 
and the capable work of the General chairman, Frederick K. 
Becker, and his various committees. The proceeds of the Carni- 
val were used for the Town's Infantile Paralysis Fund and to 
provide summer camp vacations for forty-three children. 


Mr. Philip R. Allen, after some correspondence with the Board of 
Selectmen, established a new fund to provide emergency medical 
aid for the townspeople and this fine gift was accepted by the 
Town at a special town meeting held in December. 


The war in Europe, tending to emphasize the freedom enjoyed 
by us here in America, also encouraged a more ambitious Flag 
Day program this year, and a large number of the townspeople 
turned out to witness the splendid parade and exercises arranged 
by George B. Delaney who had been appointed General Chair- 
man by the Board. 


With the passage of the Selective Service Act, the Board made 
the various town buildings available for the registration of the 
selectees, and has tried both, as individuals and as a Board, to 
co-operate with Willis Hoyt, who, on the recommendation of 
the Board was appointed Chairman of the Walpole Committee 
on Public Safety by Governor Saltonstall. The Board, at the sug- 
gestion of the Town Engineer has approved the complete enclos- 
ing of the Standpipes by a wire fence as a defense measure and 
will recommend numerous purchases of automotive and other 
equipment at the next town meeting to ensure efficient perform- 
ance of the various functions of the Town during the uncertain 
times of the coming year. 


In conclusion, the Board calls the attention of the townspeople 
to the various charts and plans present in this Report showing 
the progress of the Town during the last decade.

A suit by the Town of Westwood against the Town of Walpole 
for aid furnished an alleged Walpole settlement family was 
settled by payment in full by the Town of Westwood. I feel th 
it is only fitting and proper that credit be given to our Board o 
Public Welfare for the manner in which they investigate their 
cases and record the necessary data concerning the settlement 
of all applicants. Without this information your town counsel 
would be greatly handicapped in determining the liability of 
the Town. 

An action by the Town of Foxboro against the Town of 
Walpole is pending in the Norfolk Superior Court. 

The Board of Old Age Assistance has called upon me to 
draft mortgages, bonds and discharges and also to examine title 
to property. 

Petitions for the foreclosure of rights of redemption in certain 
tax titles are now pending in the Land Court at Boston. 

I have attended hearings before the Board of Assessors re- 
lative to applications for tax abatements and several cases have 
been carried as far as the Appelate Tax Board in Boston. 

Conferences have been held with the various town officials, 
including the Town Treasurer, Town Clerk, Town Engineer, Police 
Officials, Tax Collector, Welfare Board and Board of Old Age 
Assistance, Building Inspector, Plumbing Inspector, Health Depart- 
ment, Board of Assessors, and Trust Fund Commissioners, relative 
to matters pertaining to their departments and opinions have been 
rendered and legal papers drafted. 

I have attended all meetings of the Selectmen and have 
attended to all matters referred to me.

Highways—The work scheduled for this department was com- 

pleted as well as the widening and repairing of 
School Street from East to Kendall Street and a portion of Kendall 
Street. 


Massachusetts Avenue—Before this construction, 739 feet of 12” 

and 382 feet of 10” concrete pipe was 
laid to take care of the drainage. This drainage is fed by ten 
catch basins and the entire system was installed as a W.P.A. 
project. This system was necessary as the old drain put in many 
years ago was too near the surface, the pipes were crushed and 
would not take care of the surface water. All water services were 
renewed and carried to the street line as well as the sewer service

connections. This construction is 1290 feet in length and 24 feet 
in width and consists of penetration with a Type I bituminous 
concrete top. Curbing was installed on both sides with the 
corners of the intersecting streets well rounded. 244 feet of Stone 
Street, 30 feet wide consists of the same construction and was 
curbed. The areas of both streets between the sidewalk and 
the curb were reloamed land seeded. 


Union Street—Beginning at the end of the 1939 construction near 

Trap Hole Brook and continuing approximately 
1150 feet to the Norwood-Walpole line, 30 feet of penolithic pave- 
ment was laid, previous to which all water services were re- 
newed to the street line. A new culvert was built near the H. M. 
Gould garage which included the installation of an additional 18” 
concrete pipe with new head walls. New highway guard was 
placed over this culvert as well as the two culverts built in 1939. 
Two catch basins were put in to provide for drainage and are 
located at the new culvert. Street lights should be provided to 
light this new area. 


Winter Street—2580 lineal feet of tar and gravel pavement 30 feet 
wide was built between Summer Street and the 
residence of Chester Yonker. The re-building of this section eli- 
miniated three bad curves and follows the layout made by the 
County Commissioners several years ago. A new 24” corrugated 
pipe culvert with new head walls was built at station 9+25 and a 
24” culvert with head walls at station 16+50. Four catch basins 
were provided to aid in the drainage of this street. Considerable 
ledge was encountered and some work remains to be done but 
funds are available for the original appropriation to do this work 
next spring. ; 


School Street—From Kendall to East Street was widened and 
sealed with type I bituminous concrete. Three 
manholes were constructed over the existing drain line to properly 
maintain it. 
Kendall Street—Was widened from the bridge over the main line 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road to the residence of Thomas Noonan and sealed with type I 
bituminous concrete. 


West Street—Sealed with type I bituminous concrete from the 

residence of John Hanson to and including the 
intersection of West Street and Lincoln Road and the outer edge 
of the curb super-elevated. 


Bridges and Culverts—The deck of the Elm Street bridge over the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road was replaced, existing steel work welded, new stringers 
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and planking installed and the surface sealed with type I bitu- 
minous concrete. Following this sealing a center traffic line was 
painted. This work was performed jointly by the New York, | 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad and the Town. 


Kendall Street—The deck of the Kendall Street bridge was re- 

placed with new stringers and planking, the top 
sealed with bituminous concrete and a centre traffic line painted 
following the sealing.

Huntington Avenue the entire length. 

North and Pemberton Streets area constructed in 1939. 

High Plain Street from East Street to Washington Street. 

High Plain Street from Sybil Street to Route No. 1.

Snow and Ice—Bad storms last February showed conclusively 

the inadequacy of some of our snow plowing 
equipment. The old tractors will have to be replaced if we are 
required to maintain a high standard of snow removal. The other 
equipment in this department is satisfactory for the coming year.

Chapter 90 Maintenance—Under this program the State and the 

County made grants of $1500 each and 
the Town appropriated $1500 for the maintenance of Chapter 90 
roads. The following work was completed: 

All catch basins cleaned. 

Brush was cut on County Road, Elm Street, Washington 
Street, Common Street, Coney Street, Shufelt Road and West 
Street. 

Washington Street was resurfaced from the residence of 
Emilio DiGiantomasso to Pine Street; Winter from Main Street 
to Stop River Bridge, Washington Street from Common Street to 
the residence of Amos Parker, Elm Street from the bridge over the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad westerly approximate- 
ly 1500 feet, Common Street from Shawnee Street to Washing- 
ton Street. 

Two large boulders were removed on Elm Street and con- 
siderable patching performed. 

We have asked the State and county to grant $1500 each 
next year to carry on the maintenance required on our Chapter 
90 streets. 


Stop River Bridge—As stated in my report last year, work was 

begun on this bridge on October 24, 1939 by 
the Speedway Contracting Company of Dorchester. The consruc- 
tion was completed in early summer of last year and the bridge 
approaches gravelled and tarred. Highway guard was placed 
on each side of the bridge. 


Parks and Playgrounds—This department has operated almost 
entirely on a maintenance basis. Fol- 
lowing the construction of Massachusetts Avenue the area be- 
tween the curbing and the side walks was loamed and seeded. 
From various construction projects considerable fill was ad- 
ded to Memorial Park. The baseball diamond was staked out 
and the diamond itself loamed. We have procured a W. P. A. 
project for 1941 and hope to complete the diamond this coming 
year. 

The swimming pool was operated as in previous years 
with satisfactory results. The report of the supervisor will be 
found elsewhere in this report. 

The small park areas and commons were maintained as usual 
and Christmas trees were erected in the Walpole and South 
Walpole Commons. The co-operation of the Walpole Retail 
Merchants’ Association is gratefully acknowledged in the in- 
stallation of these Christmas trees. 


Tree Department and Insect Pest Extermination—Considerable 
damage to 
the foliage on our elm trees occurred this year due to the elm 
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leaf beetle. Repeated defoliation by this insect lowered the 
vitality of the elms and considerable attention must be given 
to trees next year by careful spraying measures as soon as the 
elms have reached their full foliation in June. Defoliation this 
year is by far the greatest ever occurring in our town but was 
prevalent throughout the State. Additional work was performed 
this year in correcting the condition caused by the hurricane to 
some of our trees. Eighty maples were added in various sections 
of the town and additional trees will be planted next year. 

Large areas have been encountered heavily infested by 
the gypsy moth and considerable creosoting was done during the 
last month of this year and will continue next spring. 

Our town forest and game preserve has been carefully watch- 
ed against fire and malicious mischief. Approximately ten 
thousand trees donated by the State were set out this year. The 
wood salvaged within this area was delivered to welfare recip- 
ients. 

The town acquired at a special town meeting held on Dec- 
ember 16, 1940 an additional twenty-five acres to be added to 
our town forest. 


Sewer Department—Twenty-six house connections were made 
during the year adding to the system 2522 
lineal feet of 4’ pipe. These connections show a decrease of four- 
teen connections from last year. There is now a total of 233 con- 
nections in our system. The main line on Washington Street had 
to be cleaned and flushed. The lateral sewer construction com- 
pleted this year as W. P. A. projects follows: 
51 lineal feet of 8” pipe on Clark Avenue 
1705 lineal feet of 8’’ pipe on East Street 
291% lineal feet of 8” pipe on Short Street 
76 lineal feet of 8’’ pipe on Hemlock Street 
86 lineal feet of 8’ pipe on Beech Street 
103 lineal feet of 8” pipe on Bird Street 
301 lineal feet of 8” pipe on Moose Hill Road 
836 lineal feet of 8” pipe on Woodland Road 
A total of 3449% lineal feet compared with 2866% lineal 
feet installed last year. This year’s construction makes a total 
now in our sewer system of 59,624 lineal feet or 11.4 miles ex- 
cluding house connections.

Purchasing Department—Increased recognition of centralized and 

co-operative purchasing for municipalities 
was apparent throughout the entire country this year. As in 
previous years this department has effected substantial savings 
to the Town through careful canvassing of various dealers with 
due recognition to our local merchants. 


Health Department—This department is under the administra- 
tion of Dr. Frederick H. Fuller who was re- 
appointed this year and has given the town his usual efficient 
services. I thank him for his fine work and co-operation. 
Garbage has been collected efficiently and the public dump 
cared for in a satisfactory manner. 
A report of the Health Officer will be found elsewhere in 


this report. : 


Water Department—This department has had a very busy year. 

The additional work of renewing all serv- 

ice pipes on the newly constructed streets, the installation of new 
water mains, as well as the routine work of the department has 

involved much overtime. 

The 1,000,000 gallon and the 660,000 gallon standpipes locat- 

ed on High Plain Street have been cleaned and painted on the 
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outside and the elevated tank at South Walpole cleaned and 
painted on the inside. The condition of these tanks were found 
very good and showed very little pitting. 
Thirty-eight services were added during the year making a 
total of 1838. 
In our water system the following mains were added: 
1155 lineal feet of 6° pipe on South Street. 
722 lineal feet of 6’ pipe on Hutchinson Road. 
915 lineal feet of 6’ pipe on North Street. 
340 lineal feet of 6’’ pipe on Charlotte Road. 


A total of 0.52 miles of main were laid during the year making 
a total of 50.22 miles in the water system. 

Hydrants were added on South Street, Hutchinson Road and 
North Street making a total of 360 hydrants now in use. 

304,093,000 gallons of water were pumped which is a de- 
crease of 41,226,000 gallons over that of last year. 

Some work will be necessary in the well field next year 
and I have included in our water department budget sufficient 
to properly maintain one set of wells on the pumping station side | 
of Washington Street. 

The equipment in the department is in good condition and 
seems adequate for the coming year. 


Works Projects Administration—Our quota at the beginning of 
the year was eighty-two which 
has been gradually dropping during the year until in the early 
fall we were down to forty workers. Since then we have had a 
slight increase from time to time and at the end of the year 
fifty workers were employed on the different projects. 
Projects operated during the year were mainly sewer and 
water main construction and the installation of surface drainage. 
Recognition is acknowledged of the Works Projects Adminis- 
tration for their fine co-operation during the year. 
Following this report is a list of the projects completed this 
year showing the portion of local and federal funds.

HEALTH OFFICER 


The past year has not differed materially from previous 
years in health conditions. There has been prompt action gen- 
erally on the part of citizens in removing nuisances and where 
there has been improper drainage, either, the source of trouble 
has been cleaned out or connection made with the sewer. The 
latter has been recommended wherever practicable. 

Several of the outworn tenements have either been renovat- 
ed or demolished and this has been a factor in improving sani- 
tation. More might follow with benefit to the town. 

Anti-diptheritic treatment has been given in the schools and 
pre-school children to the number of forty have received this 
treatment. This is a charity clinic and intended for the poor only, 
those unable to employ their own physician. The townspeople 
are backward in this as every child of pre-school age should be 
given this special treatment before entering school. 


The milk situation appears to be well in hand and a product 


of proper quality has been insisted upon as well as a clean 
milk of low bacteria count. 

Forty-four inspections were made during the year, seven 
premises were posted for scarlet fever, one inspection on a 
slaughtering building was made and one call was made to 
diagnose a patient with questionable eruption on skin. Three 
visits were made to Blackburn Memorial Building for treatment 
of pre-school children.

Following is my report for the year 1940. 

It is difficult at times to measure the progress of a dental 
program, as tooth decay is an every recurring disease. 

However, I am pleased to report that this year through the 
generosity of the Woman's Club a pre-school dental clinic was 
held for two weeks. 

I believe that the continuance of such a program can do 
more than anything else to further our school dental program. 

Dental authorities say that tooth decay is most prevalent 
during pre-school and adolescent ages, and these two groups are 
those which have had very scant attention in the past. 

If preventative measures are to be followed a pre-school 
program is a first requisite. 

Education and good habit formation in dental hygiene con- 
tinues to be our aim for the first six grades, and is achieved by 
monthly classroom instructions and inspections with the daily 
follow up of the classroom teacher. 

All children of the first six grades have individual atten- 
tion when they have their teeth cleaned once a year. 

The clinic work is emphasized for grades one, three and 
six as all grades cannot be completed. 

Children whose parents can take them to their family dentist 
are urged to do so. 

Time was spent helping the school nurse in various health 
activities and conferences and courses followed so as to keep 
in touch and up to date with the new developments and the 
almost daily increasing knowledge of my profession. 

Number of teeth cleaned 930. 

May I thank you Dr. Fuller for your kind guidance and 
the teachers and parents for their helpful cooperation.

MILK INSPECTOR 


In 1940 the Health Department issued thirty-three licenses 
to sell milk and cream for stores and restaurants, twenty-two 
to dealers and five local permits to those producers retailing 
less than twenty quarts daily. 

The usual inspection of dairy animals, premises and samples 
of milk, cream and ice cream have been made. My records 
show bacteria count, also a report on the microscopic appear- 
ance for one hundred eighteen samples. One hundred thirty- 
five samples were tested for butter-fat and total solids and sev- 
eral for acidity, flavor and sediment. The phosphotase test was 
used for some samples of pasteurized milk. 
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A distinct improvement in our milk supply is noticeable as 
a result of the importance given bacteria counts in recent years. 
A report was forwarded to the producer or handler involved in 
each instance. / 
Three licenses to maintain and operate a pasteurization 
plant were granted. 
A total of $52.50 in licenses was collected.

The number who used the pool this summer was consider- 
ably less than the average of the past few years. This is ac- 
counted for by an unusually cool August. The attendance total 
for the pool was 11,274. The number of different individuals 
using the pool was 1,146. 

Mrs. Gove assisted in her exceptionally efficient manner as 
matron. We are fortunate in having the services of Mrs. Gove. 

Red Cross work was carried on as usual and a large number 
profitted by the training. 

This year we had an unusual number of cuts and scrapes 
due to the ragged condition of the bottom of the pool. I believe 
it was a mistake to make the pool bottom rough when it was first 
constructed. ‘ 

I recommend therefore that the bottom of the pool be prop- 
erly repaired with a smooth surface. Also, in view of the fact 
that we have developed a champion diver and have other good 
divers in the making, I recommend that the pool be deepened in 
one corner and that a regulation diving board be installed.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE AND 
BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Though industry has somewhat improved during the latter 
part of 1940, and some of our Welfare cases have gone into 
private industry, we have continued to have an increase of cases 
on Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children. 

This department constantly keeps in mind the problem of 
unemployment and we are frequently called upon to suggest per- 
sons from our rolls who might be used in the various industrial 
plants. The Public Works Department has been able to place a 
number on town work, who otherwise would have had to, apply 
to this Department. 

We have added three families on the Aid to Dependent 
Children list, which brings the number up to 11 families, totaling 
33 children. This department tries to consider the health condi- 
tion of these children and is frequently called upon to assist 
in hospitalization, dental work, and to obtain glasses. Under 
an Amendment to the Social Security Act, children up to 18 years 
of age and attending school, may be aided under Aid to De 
pendent Children, where formerly they were dropped from this 
type of aid when they reached 16 years of age. 

The Old Age Assistance Department continues to carry a 
higher case load each year and expenses continue to increase 
due to additional persons becoming 65 years of age, and also due 
to the fact that as these people become older they usually need 
more constant medical attention. 

Since the State and Federal Government revised the Wel- 
fare Department throughout the Commonwealth, the work in all 
branches has greatly increased. Forms have to be made out 
in triplicate on all expenditures and notices, on each case where 
the State and the Federal Government participate. This has 
caused a much greater amount of clerical work as well as an 
almost constant investigation. 
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A study is at present being made of the Federal Commodity 
Food Plan. If the Food Stamp Plan is put into operation here, 
it is hoped that there will be some saving to the town over the 
present system of disiribution which is not satisfactory to this 
board. 

A law suit pending for several years with the town of Fox- 
boro, involving a town settlement case, is yet to come to trial. 
Adverse decision in this case will result in an approximate cost 
of about $7,000.00 to this department. 

The cost of a personal injury Works Project Administra- 
tion case of about $1500.00, which this department believes should 
be paid by the Federal Government is now in the process of 
adjudication. 

The work of the Welfare Department does not always coin- 
cide with the views of the recipients, and criticism is in order. 
We welcome this so that matters may be adjusted. Conditions 
change and the Welfare Department must adapt itself accord- 
ingly, but adaptation must not alter our basic system, that is 
adequate relief based on need. Contrary to the belief of many 
Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, and Welfare 
recipients, the Federal and State Laws require all disbursements 
of all public relief be made according to this basic principle. 

The amount received from the Federal Government, as their 
share of Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children 
expenditures is credited to a revolving account which is used 
directly by this Department. 

During the year the Welfare Depariment has received re- 
imbursements from the State, other cities and towns, and indi- 
viduals, which has been credited to the Excess and Deficiency 
account. Details of the above receipts and expenditures may be 
found in the report of the Town Accountant. 

One can not predict what the future holds for this depart- 
ment. Although present conditions may further improve in re- 
gard to the employment situation, it does not point to a con- 
tinued definite trend for lower expenditures in the Old Age 
Assistance or the Aid to Dependent Children departments. 

Our budget request for the coming year is based on past 
experience and our present case load.

Instrumental Music—The Committee has encouraged the growth 

of the instrumental music program. Per- 
mission and transportation facilities have been provided for the 
High School band to play at two hockey games at the Boston 
Arena in 1941. Metal lockers for safe storage of instruments 
have been installed at the High School. 


Health and Safety—The school physicians and school nurse 

have carried on their work most efficiently. 
Their reports will be found later in this report. High School pupils 
are given thorough physical examinations before they are permit- 
ted to participate in regularly scheduled athletic contests. A school 
physician is required to be present at each home football game 
and to observe the boys at the close of each game. .The Com- 
mittee approves the schedules of all athletic teams. 


Transportation—The State Law provides that pupils living two or 
more miles from the school they are entitled to 
attend shall be furnished with transportation. The Rules and 
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Regulations of the School Committee are more generous and 
contain these provisions: 

1. Children of Grades 1-6 inc., who live more than 1% miles from 
the school they are entitled to attend shall be furnished 
transportation. 

2. Children of Grades 7-12 inc., who live more than 1% miles 
from the school they are entitled to attend shall be furnished 
with transportation. 


No School Signals—When weather conditions prevent sessions of 
school, the whistle will sound a double 
round of 2-2. 


7:30 A. M.—means No School in all schools. 
7:45 A. M.—means No School in first six grades. 

Whenever possible, radio stations WNAC and WEEI will an- 
nounce No School for Walpole over their regular program of an- 
nouncements between 7:00 A. M. and 7:30 A. M. 


Athletic Field—Work on this field at the rear of the Plimpton 

School was started about seven years ago. The 
running track is usable though in an unfinished condition. The 
School Department has been advised that the field may now be 
used by the High School for its athletic games, but we find on 
examining the field that it would be unsafe for the boys to use it. 
Grass grows sparsely and in clumps, and the playing surlace 
contains many rocks. The poor grass would make the footing 
insecure and falling might be attended with danger. Asa result, 
the School Department has not permitted its use for High School 
contests. The location is ideal for carrying on high school ath- 
letic contests, and it is hoped that the field can soon be com: 
pleted. 

The construction of tennis courts in connection with this field 
would be very desirable. The High School is handicapped in 
its efforts to maintain tennis as a regular sport. Through the 
generosity of the Walpole Home Building Company, the High 
School has had the use of courts at Francis William Park in 
East Walpole. Unfortunately for the High School, these courts 
are seldom ready for use before June first, leaving too short a 
time for completing a schedule of games. Even when they are 
available for school use, there aren’t enough courts available 
for both boys and girls. As a result, neither boys nor girls are 
able to get in a sufficient amount of practice to properly train 
them for inter-team play. 

The construction of tennis courts on the High School grounds 
would correct this difficulty and make tennis available to an 
increased number of pupils. | 


High School Auditorium—The appearance of the walls and win- 
dow draperies is deplorable. Mois- 
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ture seeping through the bricks has caused both paint and 
plaster to loosen from the walls. This condition has for a long 
time been a matter of concern to the Committee. The Auditorium 
is in almost daily use for school assemblies and is frequently 
used as a meeting place for public meetings and for private 
entertainments. The appearance of such a room cannot but have 
some effect on the attitude of students and public toward the 
degree of care bestowed on it. The Committee urges that prompt 
action be taken to correct the situation.

School Committee. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


There is nothing spectacular in real educational progress. 
The day by day class room work has gone on quietly but steadi- 
ly. The splendid spirit of cooperation among teachers, super- 
visors and principals which has made for efficient progress has 
been obvious at all times. The efforts of the entire group are 
to be commended. 


Educational Meetings: The State Department of Education ar- 

ranges annual educational conferences 
for teachers, supervisors, principals, superintendents and school 
committee members. In addition, many of our teachers and prin- 
cipals regularly attend educational meetings of clubs and asso- 
ciations devoted to specialized branches of education. 


Textbooks: We aim to keep our pupils provided with textbooks 

which are in reasonably good physical condition, 
and to adopt new books when it becomes apparent that changed 
conditions make the step necessary or desirable. A recent study . 
disclosed the fact that our textbooks in use in Walpole do not 
contain material designed or tending to undermine the develop- 
ment of patriotic ideals in our pupils. 


Practical Arts: In filling a vacancy at the High School, assign- 

ments of subjects to teachers have been rear- 
ranged so as to permit an expansion of our offerings in wood- 
working. More boys will now be able to have the advantage of 
manual training. This is in line with the widespread trend toward 
the establishment of additional vocational schools. It is to be 
hoped that we will, in the near future, be in a position to expand 
our facilities so as to offer metal working as well as wood- 
working. 


Guidance: We interpret guidance to mean the furnishing of 

information by teachers to pupils to the end that 
pupils will be materially assisted in determining their future 
careers. This information may deal with further steps in educa- 
tion, with securing a job, or with adequately and intelligently 
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meeting other types of life problems. In April, Dr. Richard D. 
Allen of the Providence School Department gave a helpful and 
inspiring talk to the teachers of the Junior and Senior High 
Schools on how to carry on guidance projects. 


Professional Advancement: That our teachers, both men and 

women, are not only devoted to 
their work but are also professionally minded is evidenced by 
the large number who take Courses in Education each year. 
The changing character of the social and economic state inevit- 
ably has an effect on the type and character of education which 
must be provided. Teachers must keep abreast of the changing 
times as well as keep pace with improvements in teaching 
techinques. 


Health: The Department of Public Health conducted a Dental 

Survey in certain grades last spring. In general, the 
results of the survey were flattering. The Dental Clinic which © 
has functioned since 1921 has educated children and parents in 
oral hygiene, with the result that the mouths of children in the 
first six grades are quite generally in excellent condition. The 
Survey revealed that there is a tendency for children of Grades 
7-8-9 to backslide. This is a problem which must have the at 
tention of parents and Clinic. 

The Department of Public Health developed a Vision Test 
which is simple enough to be easily given in the schools, but. 
which tests other factors of eyesight than mere acuity of vision. 
We placed the new testing equipment in all of our schools, and 
all pupils in the system were tested last spring. The records of 
the school nurse show that the Test detects defects of vision 
with efficiency and precision. This is proven by the high per- 
centage of pupils being fitted with glasses when referred to 
their family oculists and opticians. | 


Public Library: It is a pleasure to extend our thanks to the Wal- 

pole Public Library which constantly cooper- 
ates with our teachers. Large numbers of pupils are regular 
borrowers of books from the Library. Pupils who are working 
on special topics or projects find the Ltbrarians most helpful in 


supplying needed information from reference materials of all 
kinds. 


Education Week: This was recognized in the usual way. Par- 

ents in large numbers visited schools to wit 
ness regular school work and to become better acquainted with 
the problems of the teacher and of their children.

In general we are able to accommodate these pupils with 
the exception of proper study conditions. We are still forced 
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to use the cafeteria as o study hall and every period in the school 
day more than 100 pupils are there for study. In addition, pupils 
are studying in the rear of rooms where regular classes are 
meeting. We should be able to have study groups of not greater. 
than 70 pupils in rooms designed for study purposes. 

The large majority of the pupils have a habit of punctuality 
in school attendance and are not absent unless for a good reason.

Our school is fortunate in meeting the needs and abilities of 
pupils because we are able to offer them five different curricula 
containing different subject courses.

SUPERVISOR OF ART 
The months of school activities which have intervened 
since my last report have been vitalized by the efforts of ad- 
ministrators, teachers, and students. There has also been evid- 
ence of community interest in the work of our department. 
I shall summarize as briefly as possible the common phil- 
esophy of art education based upon authoritative opinions. 


Psychological Stages of Development 
“Children in their reactions to art pass through cer- 
tain stages of development. These may be briefly stated 


as follows: 
First—The manipulation which occupies the first two 


or three years. 
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Second—tThe stage of pseudo-realism, a transitional 
Stage which comes between the ages of eight 
to eleven years. 

Third—The stage of realization and awakening.” 

“Each of these stages of development has been sub- 

jected to scientific research and certain fundamental prin- 
cipals of vital importance to the teacher have been dis- 
covered.” 


Main Objective 
“As in the case of all other subjects, the main ob- 


jective of art must be preparation for the needs of adult 
life.” * 


Method 

“Tf the drawings of children were followed from the 
infants’ stage until the senior high school stage in the 
absence of interference, a steady development would be 
found embodying the growth of imagination and know- 
ledge, and the outcome would be great art.” 

“The child and the adult fail in a similar way when 
false standards have been imposed. The problem is a 
very difficult one for false values may be supplied not 
only by the teachers, but by the parents. Hence, the 
urgent need for a fuller understanding conceming the 
subject under consideration.” 

“Tt is vitally important to remember that the child 
must not be placed in an environment where the induce- 
ment to imitate is overwhelming. In those countries 
where modern methods are used, children are encour- 
aged to express their experiences in their own way. 
It is essential to remember that the child must not be 
induced to imitate mature adult standards. Teaching 
takes the form of making the child self-reliant and bring- 
ing him to realize that everything originates within him- 
self.” 

“The ability to create and appreciate loveliness ia 
given to all; and in the whole realm of art there is 
nothing more refreshing than the pure unsophisticated 
expression of children.” 

The foregoing selections have been quoted from R. 
R. Tomlinson's book, ‘Picture Making by Children.’ The 
author was assisted by the experience of many distin- 
guished people. 

“According to the new objectives, art is no longer 
taught as an isolated subject; it is taught as an integrai 
part of all school subjects.” 

This excerpt from the introduction to “Fine Arts 
for Public School Administrators” by Sallie B. Tannahill, 
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-Associate Professor of Fine Arts, Teachers College, Col- 
umbia University, arouses interest in the book from which 
the following quotations have been derived. 

“Art is creative. No true art has ever resulted from 
copying. Art expression demands activity of mind. Any 
activity classified as art combines the working of mind, 
soul, and body.” 

“Real art experience comes with self-expression. 
The form matters little . . .. There is art value if the 
expression reflects sincerity and individual growth.” 


Criteria of Evaluation 

Consider the following standards applicable to 
children’s work; eagerness, confidence, sincerity, indi- 
viduality, courage and independence, art consciousness, 
respect for the part of artin all living. “If these standards 
for evaluating art education are accepted as adequate 
and if evidences of them are found in the productions, 
appreciations, and personalities of children, then surely 
art may be welcomed as an immeasurable force in the 
school curriculum.” 

Space does not permit a more extensive review of 
current opinions abundant in educational literature. Em- 
phasis is definitely placed on the function of art in the 
development of personality to the end that people may 
grow in understanding; increase their power of thought; 
and experience appreciation. 

An exhibition of creative paintings made by ehidres rang- 
ing from eight to sixteen years of age was borrowed so that 
parents visiting during Education Week might have an appor- 
tunity to enjoy the work done under the WPA Art Project in- 
structors. The paintings illustrated the artistic characteristics of 
the expression of children. The pictures were admired by the 
pupils in our schools. 

At the beginning of this report, reference was made to those 
who have made our activities enjoyable. 

Several beautifully illustrated books concerning Japan were 
presented by Mrs. Flla Plimpton. 

The members of the Woman's Club invited the high school 
art students to a lecture by Mr. Joseph G. Reynolds, Jr. who as 
a designer, described and illustrated the beauty of stained glass 
windows. Weather conditions were unfavorable, therefore, the 
lecture was reported to the classes. 

We are again appreciative of the interest shown in the 
art education of our students to whom three scholarships were 
awarded by the Massachusetts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. Mary Verrochi anc Edward Sweet are enrolled in the 
Saturday classes at the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. Thomas 
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Durkin was awarded a one year scholarship to the Vesper 
George School of Art. 

A “Certificate of Honorable Mention” for an art entry of gen- 
eral excellence in the 1939-1940 Ameircan Youth Forum Compe- 


tition conducted by the American Magazine was received by 


Edward Sweet, who, with the others, is striving to be worthy 
of the support offered. 

Again it is the season of Christmas lights; and once more 
we thank those whose assistance makes possible the display 


of the decorative windows.

SUPERVISOR OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS 

In the grades, the sewing lessons consisted of hand sewing 
stitches in making a bag; operating a sewing machine in mak- 
ing underwear and a cooking uniform; and the construction of 
dresses using the commercial patterns. In the cooking classes 
the food principles are studied and are balanced, and economi- 
cal beakfasts, luncheons and dinners are planned, prepared 
ond served. 

We have followed our outline of study with a few exceptions 
for the two High School courses—Household Arts and Civic Arts. 
We are attempting to work into the fourth year work material 
which will help the girls to prepare themselves for appplying for 
positions. 


: 
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This fall some seventy-five girls enrolled in, the elective 
food classes. We could accommodate only forty-eight. 

The boys expressed a desire for a cooking class and we have 
organized two afternoon classes a week for them. They have 
already prepared many breakfast suggestions, pastry, cake, 
cookies etc.—and we will endeavor before the course is com- 
pleted to help them with out-door cookery.

SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS 

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Manual 
Arts. 

Vocational guidance is an important part of our work with 
the boys in our shops. Although the nature of our work is limited 
the opportunities for guidance are still great. The boys take a 
greater interest in modern industry than ever before. 

I am quoting a few principles on guidance by R. W. Selvidge 
of the University of Missouri. 

“The most important thing in guidance is to develop in the 
youth a strong desire and determination to be something worth 
while that is sufficiently remote to be impossible of immediate 
realization. What he wishes to be is relatively unimportant, so 
long as it is honorable and he is willing to make present sacri- 
fices in order to attain it.” 

“To discover the vocational interests of a youth is worth 
while but to discover whether he has the determination or the 
will to make the sacrifices necessary to attain these objectives 
is far more important.” 

“Counselors and youth should understand that a satisfactory 
rating in an aptitude or vocational interest test does not assure 
success. Success is won only through hard and persistent labor 
and many sacrifices.” 

“Individuals, like water, tend to seek their level and not many 
who are capable of success in higher levels are found in the 
lower.” 

“Passing fancy, or the desire for a spectacular and easy life, 
must not be mistaken for the interest which is so deep and so 
fixed that the individual is willing to make continuous and per- 
sistent sacrifices to attain the goal. The best measure of interest 
is the degree of effort one is willing to put forth in order to attain 
his desire.” 

I believe these principles to be of great importance and 
should be basic in our work in guidance.

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The objectives of a physical education pogram remain more 
or less unchanged. The methods by which we obtain these ob- 
jectives do change. It is only in looking back over a period of 
years that one realizes how much of a change there has been. 
The steady swing away from formal gymnastics to freer, more 
pleasurable forms of physical education has come about gradu- 
ally. Instead of formal setting up exercises, hand apparatus drills, 
military marching etc.,—which, only too often were merely tiring 
—we hope to accomplish better results through games, rhythms, 
self-testing activities and less formal marching. 

The program in Walpole is developed along these lines, mak- 
ing use of those activities which relieve and stimulate tired 
muscles, promote increased agility, and train in quick, accurate 
response. However, we have not entirely relinquished the formal 
work because of its more direct corrective effects on posture. 

The Junior and Senior High School program is more satisfy- 
ing because of the greater time allotment and better working 
facilities, and because it is supplemented by an after school 
program of hockey, basketball and tennis. 

Leadership is a definite part of the training of High School 
girls in class. 

There is a carry-over of High School class work into other 
civic enterprises such as girl scout dance groups, and church 
programs, which is gratifying.

PHYSICIAN FOR THE BIRD AND FISHER SCHOOLS 


The usual physical examinations essentially limited, were 
made as in previous years, with the pupils physical status as 


- recorded. 


I feel that comparison with physical records of other years, 
show that pupils of today have made considerable progress by 
having their deficiencies remedied, and their bodies improved to 
such an extent as to warrant optimism on the part of those 
having these matters in charge, and to feel that their labors have 
not been in vain. 

Where physical defects were found, they were followed up 
during the year by the school nurse, and some were referred to 
the director of physical training. Other were again examined 
during the year in follow-up work. 

School buildings have been inspected, and conditions found 
satisfactory. 

In conclusion, let me tender my thanks for the willing co- 
operation of all school officials, nurses, parents and the pupils 


themselves.

THE SCHOOL NURSE 


It has been very gratifying during the past year to have so 
many physical defects corrected. In the fall of 1939, after the 
physical examinations were completed, we had a long list of 
physical defects. During the vacation weeks throughout the 
year and also during the summer months, we arranged for 
certain corrections to be made, and the response was fine indeed. 
Consequently, after the school physicians had completed the 
examinations in the fall of 1940, our list of physical defects was 
one hundred (100) less in number than the previous year. 

Our greatest project during the year 1940 was our new and 
splendid method of eye-testing. Each building has a complete 
set of equipment and the eyes of all children were tested, and any 
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deviating from the normal were retested. A little over a hundred 
children were recommended for further examination by an eye 
specialist and about seventy (70) are now wearing eye glasses. 
Forty (40) of that number are in the High School. There are 
a number of border-line cases. They will be watched closely 
and retested each year. (The Health Fund of the Teachers’ 
Association aided some of the parents of the above children 
who could not afford the expense.) 

The testing of ears was done by use of the 4B Audiometer, 
and as a result of the tests, several children were referred to ear 
specialists. They were examined, retested and two had surgical 
treatment. The specialists, in some cases, recommended lessons 
in lip-reading and arrangements were made through the Hard 
of Hearing Guild in Boston. The children are of High School 
age and fit very well with an adult group who are taught at an 
evening class in Norwood. This class, meeting in the evening, 
is especially beneficial, as it is no longer necessary for these 
children to lose time from their school work during the day and 
travel to and from the Horace Mann School in Roxbury. (There 
is no fund at the present time to take care of the expenses con- 
nected with this class, and once again we will have to appeal 
to charity.) 

There is just one orthopedic case to be taken care of and we 
expect this child will attend the clinic either in January or Feb- 
ruary 1941. Several children’ with postural defects are followed 
faithfully by a worker who visits the home and teaches the 
mother and child the exercises which will improve the posture. 
This clinic previously took care of children who had a strabismus 
or cross-eye. About a year ago they dropped these cases (as 
so few of them needed surgery.) At present we have no place 
to which we can refer them. 

The Norfolk County Hospital carried on the tuberculin test- 
ing and x-raying of the High School boys and girls. Over 
eighty-five percent (85%) of the ninth and eleventh grades were 
tested. (The percent in Walpole is the highest of the schools in 
Norfolk County.) Four of the number re-examined were recom- 
mended to summer camp. This means eight weeks at the 
camp in South Braintree supervised by the doctors and nurses 
of the Norfolk County Hospital. The sale of Christmas Seals 
pays for the expense of these children at camp. This test is 
becoming increasingly important as nearly every college is re- 
quiring boys and girls to have it done before admission. We 
hope we will have as high a number of consents next year. 

Contagious diseases have been well controlled due to the 
careful checking of the teachers in the class-room and the co- 
operation of the parents. We wish we could check the common 
colds in the schools. A child coughing and sneezing in the 
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class-room will certainly spread a cold if the child does not feel 
well he will not accomplish much work. It would be far better for 
him to stay at home for a day or two when the cold is starting. 
He would recover in much less time and he would not be infect- 
ing other children. 

After the heights and weights of all thé children in the first 
to the sixth grades were recorded, a list was made of those who 
would be benefited by a jar of milk daily. The number of under- 
weight children was particularly high among those just enter- 
ing school. The list incudes underprviiledged childre nwhose 
intake of milk at home is scanty and those who are underweight 
and also those referred by the dental clinic whose dentition and 
tooth structure are poor. The kindness and generosity of the 
Womans’ Club has made it possible for each of these children 
to have a jar of milk each school day from November first to 
within two or three weeks of closing time in June. 

The Edward Everett Hale Lend-A-Hand Club have helped us 
very generously with donations to pay for surgical operations and 
with the purchasing of clothing and shoes for children who other- 
wise would lose considerable time from school. 

To the school physicians for their fine co-operation and sup- 
port and to the parents and all those, who in any way helped to 
improve the health of the school children, I am deeply grateful.

CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its tenth annual report. 

The following officers were elected at the December meet- 
ing. Richard H. Kannally, Chairman, (Mrs.) Mildred J. Howard, 
Sec’y. 

The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpt from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


"In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the ‘Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustee so 
to do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships 
to be paid as hereinafter provided to students male or female, of 
the Schools of the Town who become students at any university, 
college, or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as 
practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and 
to be paid to each undergraduate in a university, college, or in- 
stitute to whom it may be awarded by a Committee to be known 
as the “Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee,” which Com- 
mittee shall consist of the Superintendent of the Schools of Walpole 
for the time being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole for 
the time being, and if there be at any time more than one High 
School in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the time 
being, and the members for the time being of the School Com- 
mittee or other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. 
The awards of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be 
made during the month of December of each and every year. 
Said Scholarship Committee shall keep a record of its doings and 
make a report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall so 
far as practical keep in touch with the progress and standing of 
each student to whom an award of a scholarship has been made. 
It is not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee in mak- 
ing their award, but there are three factors which I desire they 
should take into consideration,—Character, Scholarship, and 
Physical and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing 
to extend their education along technical lines, shall, other things, 


being equal, be given preference.”

The Board of Trustees of the Walpole Public Library organ- 
ized for 1940 with Mr. Chester H. Andrews as Chairman and 
Mrs. Dorothy W. Spear as Secretary. 

It was felt that some memorial to Mrs. Eleanor W. Goddard, 
Trustee for twenty-eight years, should be placed in the. Library, 
and the Trustees decided to place a bronze plaque in the Read- 
ing Room. ‘The inscription on it reads as follows: 


THE ELEANOR W. GODDARD READING ROOM 
TRUSTEE 1911 - 1939 


In February, Mrs. Caroline P. Roundy was appointed by the 
Selectmen and Trustees in joint meeting, to fill the vacancy on 
the Board. In September, Mr. L. Heyl Nichols moved from town 
and again a new Trustee was appointed, Mr. Wayland A. Du- 
Bois. 

The Librarian sent out letters to all Walpole college students, 
reminding them of the inter-library loan privilege which makes 
it possible to procure for study any book not in our own files.

Library, attended the Library Institute of the University of New 
Hampshire for two weeks in July. In August our Children’s 
Librarian, Miss Matheson, became Mrs. Freeman Frost, continu- 
ing in her present position. 

In the summer all pictures, articles belonging to the old 
Walpole Historical Society and private individuals, and separate 
collections of books in the Historical Room were listed. Typing of 
catalog cards for all books will finish the work, and make easily 
accessible all material kept in the Historical Room.

13. Sanitation. 

14. Arrangements for feeding additional population. 

15. Law enforcement.

Amendments to Zoning By-Laws—A public hearing was held on 

Jonuary 25 relative to amend- 
ing the Town's Zoning By-Laws to authorize the Board of Appeals 
(the Selectmen) to grant permits for alterations to existing dwel- 
lings to permit occupancy by not over four families. In our re- 


\ 
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port last year, we outlined the reasons for the proposed amend- 
ment. No opposition was expressed at the hearing and upon 
recommendation of the Planning Board at the Town Meeting on 
February 12, the Town voted to amend the Zoning By-Laws by 
adding the following new paragraph immediately following 
paragraph 1 of Section 4: 
“‘l-a Apartment houses not to exceed four apartments, 
subject to the provisions of Section 18 and of the hous- 
ing laws.” 
and by amending Section 25-a to read: 
‘Permit the alterations of a house or building, wherever 
located, to accommodate not more than four families.” 
A public hearing was held on July 22 relative to amending the 
Town's Zoning By-Laws to regulate the removal for sale of sod, 
loam, gravel, sand or quarry stone and to recommendation of 
the Planning Board at a Special Town Meeting on July 29, the 
Town voted to amend the Zoning By-Laws by adding the follow- 
ing new section to said By-Laws : 
“The removal for sale of sod, loam, gravel, sand or 
quarry stone of more than three cubic yards in any fiscal 
year shall be allowed only under special permission of 
the Board of Selectmen, and under such conditions as 
the Board of Selectmen shall impose, except that when 
removal is incidental to and in connection with the con- 
struction of a building on premises for which a building 
permit has been issued in accordance with the law, 
no permission of the Board of Selectmen shall be rte- 
quired. The Board of Selectmen may require a bond in 
a sufficient penal sum with sufficient surety or sureties 
conditioned on the performance of this By-Law and the 
conditions of the permit.” 
The foregoing amendments were subsequently approved by ths 
Attorney General and are now effective. 
Zone Changes—Public hearings on applications for changes in 
zoning districts were held as follows: January 
29: Mrs. P. R. Allen, School St. Business District (restricted for an 
apartment house only) to Single Residence District. Changs 
recommended and by vote of the Town on F. ebruary 12 was made 
effective. April 30: United Church of Walpole, East Stree. Gen- 
eral Residence District to Business District. Change recommend- 
ed and by vote of the Town on July 29 was made effective. May 
24: Mariona Verrochi, Main St. General Residence District to 
Business District. Change recommended and by vote of the 
Town on July 29 was made effective. 


Chapter 211—At the Annual Town Meeting on F ebruary 12, upon 
: recommendation of the Planning Board, the town 
votea: . 
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“that a Town Planning Board is hereby established under 
the provisions of General Laws (Ter. Edition) Chapter 41 
(Section 81-A, Acts of 1936,--Chapter 211) to consist of five 
members to be elected by ballot at the Annual Town 
Meeting in January, 1941 and thereatter in accordance 
with the provisions of the Statute.” 
As stated in our report last year, acceptance of this statute ‘will 
more clearly define and make more effective the powers and 
duties of the Board, will give the Board authority to pass on sub- 
division plans for the best interest of the Town and will transfer 
to the Board the duties of the Board of Survey.’ The provisions 
of Chapter 211 will become applicable upon the election of the 
members of the Planning Board at the Town Meeting in January, 
1941.

In addition to the visits recorded above, several new serv- 
ices have been provided for through various channels. 

In March a tuberculosis reclassification clinic was held at 
the Blackburn Memorial Hall. Eight patients attended for a 
physical examination and x-ray. This clinic was held under the 
supervision of the State Department of Public Health for the pur- 
pose of re-checking on former hospital patients. 

In May, the Well-Child Conference conducted by the Division 
of Child Hygiene, State Department of Public Health, and spon- 
sored by the Walpole Women’s Club was attended by 58 children 
and their mothers. The follow-up work for the correction of the 
defects found during this Conference was mostly accomplished 
this past summer. 

During the summer months twenty-one tonsil operations were 
performed on needy children with the money from an accumu- 
lated fund. We wish to thank the Lend-a-Hand Society, the 
Mothers’ Club and the Walpole Board of Public Welfare for their 
generous contributions. 

A pre-school dental clinic was held in September. This 
Clinic provided an opportunity for thirty-nine children to re- 
ceive corrective dental work. 

A new office has been provided for the nurses in the Black- 
burn Memorial Building affording a place for record keeping and 
the storage of supplies. 

To all the individuals and organizations who have contri- 
buted financially or otherwise cooperated with the work of the 
auaipole Visiting Nurse Association we wish to extend our grati- 
tude.

Section 137, Chapter 140 G. L. The owner or keeper of a dog, 
which is three months old or older, shall annually on or before 
March 31st, cause it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed 
for one year from the first day of April following.

Sit: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and ac- 
counts of the town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 
1940, and submit the following report thereon: 

The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for 
collection were examined and verified by a comparison with the 
books and records of the town accountant. 

The books and accounts in the accountant’s office were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with 
the treasurer’s books and with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or committing bills for collec- 
tion. The records of disbursements were checked with the treasury 
warrants and with the payments as shown by the treasurer’s books. 
The appropriations and transfers, as entered on the ledger, were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of financial votes passed by 
the town meetings and with the finance committee’s authorizations 
of transfers from the reserve fund. 

The ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken 
off proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance sheet showing 
the financial condition of the town as of December 31, 1940, was 
prepared and is appended to this report. 
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In checking the paid vouchers on file it was noted that several 
bills of 1939 were carried forward to 1940 and were paid from 1949 
appropriations. The practice of paying bills of a prior year from an 
appropriation voted for the expenses of a current year should be 
discontinued. In connection with some of the 1939 bills it was 
noted that had they been charged to the proper appropriation of 1939, 
the year in which they were incurred, an overdraft would have been 
shown on the town books, which is contrary to Section 31, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 

The books and records of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and com- 
pared with the records in the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. 

The disbursements were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the ac- 
countant’s books. The cash book was footed, the cash and memoranda 
in the office on December 31, 1940, were verified, and the bank bal- 
ances were reconciled with statements furnished by the banks of 
deposit. 

The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were proved with the amounts falling due, and were checked with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the several trust funds in the cutody of the town treasurer 
were personally examined and listed. The income was proved and 
the disbursements were verified. 

The tax title deeds in the custody of the treasurer were examined. 
The reported redemptions were checked with the receipts as recorded 
on the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, the recorded fore- 
closures were proved, the taxes and assessments added to the tax 
title account were compared with the collector’s records, and the 
tax titles on hand were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger. The tax titles were further verified by checking with the 
records in the Registry of Deeds. 

It was noted that the town treasurer, at the request of certain 
town employees, has been making payroll deductions from the 
salaries and wages due such employees and transmitting the totals 
of such deductions to a hospital service corporation or to the muni-, 
cipal employees’ credit union. As there is no provision of law which 
allows such deductions by the town treasurer, other than deductions 
authorized by Section 14, Chapter 32, General Laws, the above practice 
should be discontinued. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector’ were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax and assessment accounts outstanding accord- 
ing to the previous examination were audited, and all subsequent 
commitments were proved to the warrants issued for their collec- 
tion. The recorded receipts were checked with the payments to the 
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treasurer and with the town accountant’s books, the abatements as 
recorded were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, the taxes and assessments tranferred to the tax title account 
were compared with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s records, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
town accountant’s ledger accounts. 

The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to 
a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The town clerk’s records of financial votes passed by the town 
were examined and checked in detail. The records of receipts from 
marriage intentions, recording fees, copies of records, etc., were 
examined and checked. The collections on account of dog and sport- 
ing licenses issued were checked with the payments to the town, 
county, and State, and the cash balance was verified by count of 
the cash in the office. 

The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 

The departmental accounts receivable were examined and check- 
ed in detail. The payments to the treasurer were verified by a 
comparison with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, the 
abatements were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved to the accountant’s ledger. 

The records of water charges and services were examined and 
checked. The commitments were verified, the abatements as re- 
corded were checked, the recorded collections were compared with 
the payments to the treasurer, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen, 
building inspector, and health department, as well as the receipts 
from hall rentals, sealer of weights and measures, dental clinic, 
school, and library, and of all other departments in which money 
was collected for the town, were examined and checked. The pay- 
ments to the town treasurer were verified and the cash on hand in 
the several departments was proved by actual count. 

In addition to the balance sheet mentioned above, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasur- 
er’s cash, summaries of tax, assessment, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, as well as tables showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust funds. 

For the cooperation received from the officials of the town, 
while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.
